I received several comments concerning my brief mention of Dolby units 
in the last issue. Richard Arnold writes: An article in the December 
issue of Stereo Review explains the function of both the new Dolby units 
and thésnew Kenwood De-Noisers. the Dolby units are excellent for elim- 
inating. 90% of the noise produced on a tape by that recording. It will 
‘not remove any noise that is already recorded on the tape that you are 
dubbing. The Dolbyised tape must be played back through a Dolby unit 

to get natural sound. For this reason we, the collector, can't use 
Dolby unless our fellow collectors have Dolby units for playback of 
tapes we would send them...Kenwood's answer to the noise problem ia one 
that can be of great use to the OTR collector. These units are true 
filters for removing noise already recorded with our padio shows. They 
can be used both for listening and recording. the cheaper of the Units, 
the KF-6011 ($79.95), is a single rejection filter centered at 7000 

Hz. but it ġġ broad enough to be effective in the 4000 to 15000-Hz 
range. The KF-S011 ($199.95) is a much more versatile unit which has 
four separate switchable filters in the 3500 to 15,000 Hz range. ts 
cording to Stereo Review in listening tests these 2 units effect on noise 
are equal.

WHO KNOWS WHAT EVIL LURKS IN CHE AUDIENCE 
i by Gárl Evickson 
For countless listeners in days gone by, the radio brought instant 

travel to exotic lands, fantastically bloodthirsty battles to the 

death, or tranquil settings beside a lase with only birds singing. 

At home these scenes were simple to conjure up, for with a little 

bit of stimulation from the sound effects man and some suggestions. 

from the script, out imaginations created this world effortlessly. 

But what about the person in the audinang actually in the studio or 
‘theater where the program originated? How Gid-he see the adventure 

that was being told to the listener? What did he ses when the villain 
was hurled over the thousand foot cliff to his death and his dying 
seream of terror faded away to a chilling silence?...Comedy programs, 
of course, relied on the presence of an audience. Ed Wynn. discovered 
this when his early programs left him exhausted but without the fesl- 
ing of satisfaction that came from a good joo well done. Audiences were 
forbidden near a microphone until Ed Wynn had the sound-proofing glass - 
removed so that he could react, to the crowd. From then on, the presence 
of an audience was vital to many comedy shows. There were comedy shows, 
nevertheless, which succeeded without the stimulating laugh from the 
audience. These shows, however. tended to be more dramatic in nature 
than comic. The laughs came from the situation rather than from straighi . 
lines. ; : ; ; 

Dramatic programs were not really suited to presentation before an 

audience. Reality had a horrible habit of obfuscation fantasy for those 
who were there. The stage would be cluttered with chairs in unusual - 
positions. The orchestra would be set off to one side of the stage, 
and in one corner, an oblong black box about the size of an upright 
piano would obstruct the audience's view of whut was happening behind 
it. And rightly so, for this was the sound console with several turn- 
tables on it, a music stand beside it for the script, and behind all- 
this were panes of glass with a little hammer nearbym a bucket of 
water, and a door frame with a wooden door on one side and a car door 
on the other. But these were out of sight of most of the audience. Be- 
hind the glass window along one wall of the stage, people would sit 
hunched over another console, oblivious of the action that occurred on 
the stage...What action was there on stage? Well, for the most part, 
it consisted of actors rising from their chairs to approach a mike, 
or to return to their seats after they had read their lines. Everyone 
clutched a sheaf of legal size paper firaiy. im one hand, holding tt 
aloft as they passed one another to avoid dropping or rattling it. The: 
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“announcer would remain somewhat aloof near the glass window ready to — 
relay instructions from the control. room. At the end of an act, he~woul.. 
urge the audience to applaud whut they had just heard, and then he made 
his pitch for the sponsor's product. As the program neared its close 
everyone bégan to glance furtively and then more openly toward the cons 
‘trol room to see if they were on time. Hand signals passed fhis infor-— 
mation along: stretching the hands apart to slow down or rotating the 
hand to speed up the show.,.=fter it was all over, thestage emptied 
swiftly and even before the theater had emptied, the technicians were 
packing the mikes away in their special boxes, reeling in cable, and 
gathering uo the mike stands. The actors, if they were Hollywood sters, 
would spend a few minutes signing autographs if their popularity were 
waning or just rising. Otherwise, they would have disappeared inmedi- 
ately after their last line. And the audience slowly filed out with re- 
marka such as “You mean that’s how they fall into water?" of “I wish 
I'd stayed home and listened to it." Waen the hero tells the villain 
‘to "Taek that." and just stands there while the sound man smashes hie 
fist into his palm, well, that takes more imagination than even radio 
sould supply. «+t
